Minot, X. D., Oct. 17.—Engineer 


David McClusky was instantly killed 
in a power plant of the Northern 
States Power Co. early this morning 
when a flywheel on the engine burst 
and the pieces flew in all directions. 
The wheel weighed about seven tons, 
and when it broke away pieces of 
three or four hundred 
pounds 
in 


weight went through the walls and 
root of the building, flying all over 
that - section of the city. One piece 
weighing 350 pounds went over the 
lumber yard and the roofs of several 
buildings and fell on the street one 
block away, then bounced on the pave- 
ment and landed through a window 
of a comer store. AnotBer piece fell 
on th« SQQ tracks and broke the rails. 


Luckily the accident happened ea: ly, 


before the people were on the street. 
Had it happened during the day or 
evening many might have been killed. 


Mr. McClusky, aged 29, had been 


here three years, coming from Gran- 
ville. 111. He was not married. 


He was alone in the power house 


when the wheel broke and was found 
with his head badly crushed. Damage 
to the building and engine and other 
structures has not been estimated. 
Coroner J. P.. Pence decided an in- 
quest was unnecessary.

by an advance in the prices fixed by 
the president. 
"The matter has been submitted to 


me and all concerned are expected 
to co-operate. I am giving immediate 
and close attention to the question 
and hope to reach a decision at any 
early date. The only circumstance in 
mv control which will bring that de- 
cision will be the violation ot the spit- 
it of the arrangement between the 
operators and miners which was that 
under no circumstances should the 
production of coal in the United States 
be allowed to diminish.
